Slater .laekson. Assistant Professor of 
lllstolotry. which occurred on Seitur- 
da> nlBhl. 

'Jr. .laokfion war a frraduate in 
Medicine of Mcfliil and did post- 
graduate work in Dublin. All ilia life 
he wajs a keen hloloçist, for while .rill 
a second year student he wa* appoint- 
ed .student demonstrator In Zoo'.o:ry. 
and since then with the exception of 
the time he spent abroad, he has beer, 
on the staff of various bioiorrical de- 
partments at McGlll. He was also a 
Ikhyslcian at the Montreal General 
Hospital' 

He was successful and popular as a 
tenchor. his combination of scientific 
and clinical knowledge giving him a 
breadth of outlook ot which his stu- 
dents reaped the advantage. His lec- 
tures were enlivened by flashes of 
dclichtful humour. He had particular 
encouragement for the students who 
itave promlso of more than ordinary 
villi It y, and those who had the privilege 
uf doing- special work under his gu - 
dance soon discovered what a uutstery 
he possoMscd of the tecliutque of mi- 
crotomy.
